Churchill Declares 
He Is Friend To 
People Of Russia 


New York, April 2—(JP)—Winston 
Churchill, sailing for home after a 
nine-day visit in the United States, 
declared today he is a friend of the 
Russian people if not of their gov- 
ernment. 


"It is a great grief of the British 
and American people that the vali- 
ant Russian soldiers who fought so 
bravely in the war have been misled 
into the position their government 
has placed them," he told newsmen 
aboard the liner Queen Mary. 


The war-time Prime Minister of 
Great Britain said he believed Sov- 
iet attitudes would change if there 
were an exchange of visitors be- 
tween Russia and the outside world. 


"It's extraordinary," he remarked, 
"that in this communist paradise 
they are afraid to open the doors 
for fear that all the cherubs would 
fly out, at least those who have 
wings.

Washington, April 2—(AP) 
The federal rent administrator 
today set up new nationwide 
eviction regulations.

Expediter Tighe E. Woods un- 
der the new "home rule" rent 
control act which runs through 
June 30, 1950. 


Woods acted swiftly on the evic- 
tion matter because such controls 
were not given him in the old law 
which placed this power in 
the 
hands of local authorities. 


The new rules, which take pre- 
cedence over local orders, set forth 
the steps landlords must take to 
qualify for the ouster action, and 
the safeguards to protect tenants 
against unwarranted eviction. 


In ordering controls removed from 
20 areas in Alabama, Indiana, New 
Jersey and Texas, Woods made it 
clear he wo aid slap the ceilings back 
cn if rents should rise there unduly. 
He told the local advisory boards to 
stay 
on the job, ready to enforce 
new 
ceilings 
"should 
the 
need 
arise." 


Woods said more than 80 other 
areas would be taken off the con- 
trolled list within a week. This ac- 
tion was contemplated when the 
rent bill was fcefcre congress. Under 
the old law, Woods did not have 
power to recontrol an area once 
ceilings were removed.

Tension, Arrests 
Mount In Bitter 
N. Y. Taxi Strike 


New York, April 2—(IP)—'Tension 
and arrests mounted today in a 
bitter strike that has crippled much 
of the city's huge taxicab fleet. 


Arrests in the day-old dispute be- 
tween operators and union drivers 
climbed to 35 as police reported one 
cab 
stoned 
and 
another, partly 
wrecked.. A picket-defying driver 
and a garage employe of one of the 
struck cab companies were beaten. 


Among those taken into custody 
were two men who identified them- 
selves as officials of the striking 
union—the taxi workers organizing 
committee. The union is an affili- 
ate of John L. Lewis' United Mine 
Workers. 


Although threats of mass dis- 
oider still had failed to materialize, 
heavy guards of police, armed with 
anti-riot weapons, maintained their 
round-the-clock vigil. 


Both sides have charged the other 
with importing "goons" and pre- 
dicted a recurrence of the bloody 
battles that marked the taxi tieup 
of 1934. 


The initial flurries of violence ex 
ploded amid conflicting reports as 
to the effectiveness of the strike, 
called to obtain employer recogni- 
tion of the union.

Give Written Notice 


Under the first method the land- 
lord must give written notice to the 
tenant and the area rent office, 
stating the reasons for eviction and 
the date the renter is required to 
move out. 


The federal rent chief gave the 
following list of grounds for eviction 
and the tim£ granted a tenant to 
vacate after receiving notice from 
the landlord: 


1 Non-payment of rent—not less 
than three days. 


2. Violation of "substantial obliga- 
tion of tenancy," such-as conduct- 
ing a business in part of the pre- 
mises contrary to the rental con- 
tract—not less than 10 days 


3. Nuisance or illegal or immoral 
use—not less than 10 days. 


4. Refusing acess to landlord to 
inspect premises or to show it to a 
prospective buyer — one month's 
notice. 


5. If tenant subulets the dwelling 
unit and lease expires or is otherwise 
terminated — not less than two 
months. 


6. If a state or political subdivision 
acquires the housing accommoda- 
tions to make a public improve- 
ment, but wishes to rent them tem- 
porarily pending 
construction 
of 
new project, the notice period is not 
less than two months. 


7. If tenant occupies part of com- 
pany housing development custom- 
arily limited to employes, but no 
longer works for the company, the 
notice period is not less than two 
months.

Biggest Bills Stiil Await 
Action From 81st Congress 


Washington. April 2 — W) — The 
biggest bills of the 81st congress 
awaited action today — some un- 
touched—with three months past 
and signs that the session may run 
into July or August. 


President 
Truman's 
legislative 
program was making slow progress. 


And directly ahead lay the big 
job of stop-communism legislation- 
foreign aid and the Atlantic pact to 
be followed by a proposal of arms 
for America's free world partners. 


There was some unofficial cloak- 
room talk that a special session 
might even be necessary later if 
the problem of arming European 
foes 
of 
communism 
proves 
too 
knotty. 


Originally leaders aimed at a six- 
month session. They still hope to 
quit by the end of June but they 
aren't too optimistic. 


Although the records show 30 bills 
¡enacted into law since congress met 


on January 3, only a few rate ma- 
jor classification. The others are in 
the non-controversial "minor bills" 
category. 


Congress has enacted bills con- 
tinuing the 80th congress anti-in- 
flation program through Voluntary 
controls; extending rent controls; 
raising the President's salary; giv- 
ing emergency relief to stormsmit- 
ten western states; continuing the 
President's export control powers; 
ruthorizing the air force to build a 
radar warning network around the 
country, and furnishing financial 
aid to Palestine refugees of the 
Jewish-Arab fighting. 


The record of major accomplish- 
ment comes to an abrupt end there. 


Still kicking around are these big 
bills, most of them on the Truman 
program:

versary of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of the United States. 


Those Spanish-American War veter- 
ans who organized the first units of the 
V.F.W. did so with a definite and far- 
reaching purpose in mind. That purpose 
was born of necessity—-of compassion 
for their comrades who had undergone 
unusual hardships in America's first 
major war against a foreign foe. 


For these men who returned to theii 
homes, fresh from their triumphs on the 
field of battle, there was no bonus, no 
nationwide chain of veteran hospitals, 
no government life insurance, no pen- 
sions, no G.I. Bill of Rights. These volun- 
teers who had fought so gallantly in 
strange lands and on hostile seas, came 
home to find the American people were 
not greatly concerned about the prob- 
lems of returning veterans. From the 
moment they received their discharge 
papers, they were on their own. 


The founders of the V.F.W. were dis- 
turbed, and deeply distressed, by this 
lack "of consideration 
for their com- 
rades. But, determined cs they were to 
do something about it, they 
realized 
fully that they could accomplish little 
as individuals. Only by raising their 
voices in unison could these "forgotten 
men" hope to be heard by the people— 
and by their representatives in the legis- 
lative halls of their states and their 
nation. 


But, there was another far more com- 
pelling and unselfish reason for the 
bringing together of these vetera-is. It 


was inspired by the experiences of the 
men who had fought our first first-scale 
war beyond our own shores. The war 
against Spain had been waged with 
inferior equipment, with food that often 
was unfit lor human consumption; poor 
medical facilities, and with men who, 
though their courage was unsurpassed, 
were woefully untrained. 


More than any group of Americans, 
these men recognized the tragedy of 
being unprepcred for war. They were 
deeply conscious of the suffering and 
looses in human lives that an untrained 
and poorly-equipped army must endure. 


There were many leaders throughout 
the nation who foresaw the need for an 
organization composed of overseas vet- 
erans. The same basic idea was claim- 
ing the attention of veterans in several 
pans, of the country, in Pennsylvania, 
Colorado, Ohio, New Jersey, and other 
states, similar-minded 
veterans 
were 
banding together—anxious to give their 
combined support to the patriotic ob- 
jectives which were common to all. 


Finally, when the clouds of the first 
World War were settling over Europe, 
these scattered groups realized 
thai 
they could be a better force for the 
good of America if they would combine 
their efforts. As a result, delegates 
from the several groups assembled in 
Denver in September, 1913. After much 
deliberation, they voted to merge all the 
groups into one single nationwide vet- 
eran society to be known as the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars of the United 
States. 


Throughout the succeeding years, the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars won the 
respect of the American people as the 
"Gold ChevTon organization" because 
its members have earned the right to 
wear gold chevrons or bars, the U.S. 
Army badge of overseas service in 
time of war. 


The V.F.W. has carved a permanent 
place for itself in our nation's history by 
serving in peace as well as in war. 


Today, the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
comprises more than ten thousand Posts, 
or local units, in communities through 
out the nation, La its territories and 
possessions, 
and in several 
foreign 
countries. There are, in addition, some 
seven thousand Ladies Auxiliaries. 


Much of the legislation which ha* 
been enacted by the Congress to provide 
benefits for the men who fought our 
wars, and for the survivors of those 
who failed to return, stands as a monu- 
ment to the untiring effort and sacrifice 
of our membership. 


With our entry into World War H 
came a new challenge for service. The 
record of the V.F.W. was already favor- 
abily known to the youth of America. 
As a result, the nation's new army of 
overseas fighting men flocked to our 
ranks, increasing our numerical strength 
six-fold. 


. The so-called G.I. Bill of Right« for 
World War II veterans embodied the 
basic principles of many separate laws 
previously sponsored by the V.F.W. 


One of our chief functions as an or- 
ganization is maintenance of a National 


Rehabilitation 
Service. 
This 
service, 
operating in all of the 48 states, is 
supported 
largely 
by 
funds 
raised 
through the annual sale of V.F.W. 
Buddy Poppies. 


Another VJ.W. activity of which we 
are vary proud is our National Home, 
at Eaton Rapids, Mich., for the widows 
and orphans of our comrades. 


Through its Department of American- 
ism, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wan 
carries on a continuous campaign to 
preserve and expand the principles of 
democracy. Our Americanism Depart- 
ment conducts a year-in, year-out drive 
to expose the evils oi communism and 
other subversive doctrines. It sponsors 
and e n c o u r a g e s community• service 
projects of all kinds. 


The fighting men who compose the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars are the moat 
ardent champions of preparedness. We 
have asked Congress to set up a defense 
system that will be adequate to cope 
with any sudden emergency. 


The Veterans oi 
Foreign Wars is 


holding high the banner of human lib- 
erty, of justice, of peace and under- 
standing among all the peoples of the 
world. We are carrying on the crusade 
that had its beginning fifty years ago. 
Wa ask no more than that the Americas 
people—and the free peoples through- 
out the rest of the world continue to 
work with us—to pray with us—to die 
with us if need be—to preserve the 
God-given heritage of freedom 
and 
happiness and peace.

Constipation May 
Be Due To Abuse 
Of Laxatives 


By Edwin P. Jordan, M, D. 
Written For NEA Service 


Improper training and neglect, 
especially in childhood, have a great 
deal to do with chronic constipa- 
tion. 
Much trouble 
comes 
from 
failure to set aside a regular time of 
day for a bowel movement. 


Pcor diet, of course, can and often 
does cause constipation. Too many 
people gulp their food down with- 
out allowing enough time for their 
meals. 
Also many of the highly- 
refined foods we eat do not contain 
the bulk necessary to assist in proper 
movement of the bowels. 


In some parts of the country and 
at f-cme time.i of year, fresh fruits 
and vegetables make up an insuffi- 
cient part of tiia diet. These foods 
not cnly supply much of the bulk 
in the diet, but also aid in peristalsis 
or the wave-like movement of the 
intestine which carry the contents 
down through the intestinal tract. 
Abuse Of Laxatives 


Another great cause of constipa- 
tion is the abuse of laxatives or 
cathartics. 
Many 
people 
believe 
that if they clean themselves out 
once a week with a good strong 
purge it will be good for them. When 
they do this the normal rythmn of 
bowel evacuation is disturbed and 
usually not re-established for several 
days. 


Also the regular or inadvised use 
of laxatives tends to set up a bad 
hat it of the bowel so that laxatives 
have to be relied on more and more. 


The results of treatment of simple 
constipation, unless the trouble ha- 
begun m childhood or has lasted 
for a very long time, are usually sat- 
isfactory. The underlying 
cause, 
whether diet, neglect, or abuse of 
laxatives, first has to be corrected. 


Establishing good bowel habits ir 
extremely important.. 
Exercise too 
helps to overcome constipation. It 
improves peristalsis and strengthens
